Discussion  of  Tables 2- 

Thcrc  was  a small  drop  in  the  total  number  of  births  over  the 
preceding  year.  This  accounted  for  a drop  in  the  Birth-Kate  from 
22./  in  1947. to  lo.2  in  1948.  However  the  Birth-Rate  still  compares 
favourably  with  the  Birth-Rates  for  the  County  and  for  England  & Wales. 

, v/iH  ^0  noted,  with  satisfaction  that  there  were  no  still 

births.  This  points  to  improved  Ante-natal  & Post-natal  care. 

The  Illegitimate  Birth-Rate  is  very  high.  Bad  Housing  conditions 
may  have  something  to  do  with  this.

Discussion  of  Tables 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  greatly  reduced  from  the  preceding 
year.  This  give  the  very  low  Death-Rate  of  9»1>  the  lowest  Rate 
recorded  in  the  District  over  the  past  9 years.  It  is  also  much  lower 
than  the  Rate  for  the  County  and  for  England  & Wales . 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  have  decreased  from  5 in  19-7  to  2 in  1948. 
Cancer  therefore  now  accounts  for  9%  total  deaths,  as  compared  with 

If. 2#  for  1947. 

Only  1 death  occurred  from  Tuberculosis,  which  is  satisfactory. 

A part  from  Tuberculosis  only  1 other  death  was  due  to  Infectious 
Diseases.  This  may  be  compared  with  the  4 deaths  from  Infectious 
Diseases  in  1947 . The  clemency  of  the  winter  1948-49  undoubtedly 
accounts  for  this  lower  figure. 

The  absence  of  deaths  due  to  Violence  will  be  noted. 

The  Inf  entile  Mortality  Rate  showed  a-  considerable  drop  over  the 
1947  Rate,  but  it  is  still  higher  then  the  Rates  for  the  County  and 
for  England  & Wales.  This  indicates  that  further  improvement  in 
Infant  Welfare  is  required. 

The  absence  of  Maternal  Deaths  will  be  noted,  which  indicates 
good  Ante-natal  and  post-natal  care. 

It  -.Till  be  noted  that  73?°  total  deaths  took  place  in  the  age- 
group  70  + years.

over  the  preceding  year.  The  mild  winter  of  1948  - 49  undoubtedly 
accounted  for  this  state  of  affairs. 


There  was  no  marked  incidence  of  any  one  Infectious  Disease. 
The  District  appeared  to  miss  the  Whooping-cough  epidemic  which  was 
prevalent  elsewhere  in  the  County. 


It  should  be  noted  that  Measles  & Whopping-Cough,  which  were 
made  temporarily  notifiable  in  1999 > are  now  added  to  the  permanent 
list  of  notifiable  diseases. 


There  was  only  1 death  duo  to  Infectious  Disease  (Syphilis) 
and  this  has  been  referred  to  under  D0aths  & Death-Rates. 


2 premises  were  disinfected  following  cases  of  Infect  ious 
Diseases,  during  the  year. 


There  is  still  no  reliable  information  as  to  the  efficiency  of 
Immunisation  against  Whooping-Cough.  However  individual  doctors,  who 
usj  it,  report  that  although  Whooping-Cough  nay  not  be  entirely 
prevented,  an  attenuated  type  of  illness  is  apparent  in  children 
who  have  been  immunised. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Although  Tuberculosis  is  an  Infectious  Disease,  it  is  dealt  with 
separately  due  to  its  importance.  Tuberculosis  is  usually  divided 
into  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, i. e. , affecting  the  lungs,  and  Non- 
Pulmonary  or  Surgical  Tuberculosis  i.e.,  affecting  .other  parts  of  the 
body.  It  is  proposed  tc  deal  with  these  two  typos  separately.

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  exceedingly  useful  work  carried  out 
by  the  staff  of  the  M.N.M.A.  (T.B.)  Clinic  attached  to  the  County 
Hospital,  Haverfordwest  and  the  associated  sanatorii  at  Sealyham  and 
St.  Brides.  Valuable  assistance  end  co-operation  is  given  in  the 
prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis.

The  total  number  of  cases  and  deaths  of  Diphtheria  throughout 
England  cs  Vgles  continues  to  fall  rapidly,  (see  Graph  at  AppendixE)  . 
Tnis  is  largely  due  to  the  intensive  immunisation  campaign. 


Under  tne.new  National  Health  Service  Act  which  came  into  force 
m July  3-94o,  it  is  presumed  that  every  child  can  be  Immunised 
privately,  free. of  charge,  by  the  family  doctor.  It  is  intended 
however  to  continue  to  organise  Immunisation  Sessions  for  the 
following  reasons s_ 

1.  It  is  easier  and  more  economical  in  time  and  equipment  to 
carry  out  a session. 

2.  Children  arc  usually  more  co-operative  and  easier  to  work 
with  in  large  numbers. 

5.  It  is  often  easier  from  a parents  point  of  view  to  attend 
at  a centre  where  all  arrangements  arc  made,  rather  than  have 
to  make  private  arrangements.

Sampling . 

The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  Bacteriological  sampling  of  milk 
supplied  to  the  Consumer  was  initiated  during  the  year.  Samples  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  testing  and 
Reports.  This  is  a free  service  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  object  is  to  sample  each  vendor  once  monthly;  or  oftener  if 
results  are  unsatisfactory.

The  Percentage  of  Unsatisfactory  samples  was  reasonably  good,  but 
there  is  a high  percentage  of  Doubtful  or  Border-line  cases. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  number  samples  be  increased.

Conclusion 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  Designated 
and  Pasteurised  milk  consumed  in  the  District  during  the  year. _ This 
is  encouraging  and  points  to  some  demand  from  the  general  public  icr  a 

safe  milk.  . 

It  is  too  soon  to  appreciate  the  full  effect  of  the  Sampling 
Scheme,  but  it  has  undoubtedly  an  effect  in  maintaining  the  standard 
of  milk  supplied  to  the  public.

There  is  one  major  scheme  for  supplying  water  to  the  whole 
District.  The  source  is  the  gathering  ground  at  Prescelly,  where  the 
water  is  first  impounded,  then  passed  through  a modern  filtration  and 
treatment  plant,  and  hence  to  trunk  mains.  The  water  is  a typical 
up-land  surface  water  end  reasonably  free  from  contamination.  It 
requires  considerable  treatment  on  account  of  its  degree  of  softness. 

A Service  Reservoir  of  50,000  galls  capacity  situated  North 
V/est  of  the  District  and  is  filled  direct  froi^  the  Prcscellv  T runk 
mains.  The  water  then  passes  directly  into  the  Service  mains. 

Sampling . 

The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  Bacteriological  Sampling  of  Consumer 
water  Supply  was- initiated  during  this  year  Samples  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  fqr  testing  and  reports.  This 
is  a free  service.  The  results  of'sampling  during  the  year  are  as 
follows  2 -

No  samples  of  consumer  water  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
during  the  year. 

For  complete  protection  of  the  consumer  a Contract  for  Chemical 
analysis  of  consumer  water  in  the  District  is  desirable. 

Conclusion  - 

The  quality  of  water  is  reasonably  good  end  the  consumer  is 
safeguarded  by  Sampling.  However  there  should  be  at  least  48  Bacter- 
iological samples  taken  during  the  year,  and  4 chemical  analyses, 
for  the  protection  of  the  Public. 

Lloro  premises  should  have  an  inside  source  of  water  supply,  and 
the  Council  should  use  its  powers  to  enforce  landlords  to  carry  this 
out. 

There  is  still  inadequate  storage  capacity  in  the  District, 
Storage  of  10  days  normal  supply  is  usual.  It  is  also  advisable  to 
have  a chlorination  plant  situated  between  the  SGrvice  Reservoir  end 
the  Service  mains.  At  present  the  District  is  relying  on  chlorinat- 
ion taking  place  at  Prescelly  i.e.,  approx. 15  miles  away

w lOOjT premises  in  the  District  are  served  for  refuse  collection. 
Collection  is  b- weekly*  and  carried  out  with  a low  lodading  covered 
refuse  vehicle.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  waste  ground 
to  the  North  East  of  the  District. ; tipping  is  not  controlled. 

Also  faecal  matter  is  being  tipped  here.  Whilst  the  tip  is  isolated 
from  the  residential  area,,  the  fact  that  tipping  is  uncontrolled*  and 
that  faecal  matter  is  being  disposed  of  without  covering*  creates 
a definite  danger  to  Public  Health. 

The  receptacles  used  by  house  holders  are  mainly  uncovered  and 
unsatisfactory.  To  maintain  the  highest  standard  of  hygiene  it  is 
essential  that  refuse  bins  or  receptacles  should  be  fitted  with 
fly-proof  lid.  A scheme  for  the  provision  of  proper  refuse  bins 
should  be  considered  by  the  Council. 

Public  Convenienc os . 

There  is  one  Public  Convenience  situated  at  the  rear  of  High  St. 
This  is  a urinal  only  and  has  been  converted  from  a war- tine  Air  Raid 
Warden’s  Post. 

At  least  1 all  purposes  convenience  is  necessary  in  the  District 
to  enhance  the  amenities*  and  to  safe-guard  public  Health. 


Disinfection  & Disinfestation . 

2 premises  wore  disinfected  following  infectious  diseases; 

5 verminous  promises  were  disinfested. 

Sewage  Disposal » 

The  bulk  of  the  sewage  in  the  District  is  disposed  of  by  bury- 
ing, i.e.  earth  closets.  Approx. 8$  premises  have  cess-pits. 

The  need  for  a proper  sewage  disposal  system  is  urgent. 

Rodent  Control . 

4 Rodent  surveys  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  t It  is 
estimated  that  9^9  rats  were  killed.  The  Council  has  1 ‘trained 
rodent  operator. 

Offensive  Trade. 

There  are  2 registrations  for  Offensive  Trades  in  the  District 
both  are  Fish  Friers. 

Sanitation  in  Public  Places . 

Sanitation  in  public  premises  is  reasonably  Satisfactory.  Un- 
satisfactory cases  are  being  dealt  with  as  they  arise. 

Slaughter  Houses . 

There  is  only  1 Slaughter-House  in  the  District.  It  is  used 
solely  for  occasional  slaughter  of  pigs.  General  condition  is 
satisfactory. 

Burial  of  the  Vagrant  Dead. 

See  Appendix  E.  for  duties  of  the  Council  in  this  respect  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act  1948.  Nil  to  report  for  1948. 

Street  Cleaning

APPENDIX  A. 

0 PRE-DISPOSING  CAUSES  OF  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  caused  by  the  human  tuberculosis  germ, 
which  is  spread  from  person  to  person  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

It  is  known  that  practically  every  person  in  the  Community  becomes 
infected  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  at  some  time.  In  spite  of  this 
many  persons  escape  the  disease.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  there 
are  other  pre-disposing  factors  which  hold  the  balance.  The  presence 
of  one,  or  ijoro,  of  these  pre-dosposing  factors  is  usally  the  deciding 
factor  in  the  onset  of  Active  Tuberculosis.  The  most  important  pre- 
disposing factors  are  as  follows, - 

1.  Nutrition.  - Insufficient  food  i.'e.  defective  in  quantity,  will 
devitalize  the  body  and  lower  its;  resistance  to  infection  with  the 
tuberculosis  germ. 

But  even  more  important  than  quantity  is  the  question  of  quality  of 
food.  There  are  many  vitamins  end  minerals  in  food  which  are 
necessary  to  maintain  the  body  resistance  against  disease.  To  obtain 
sufficient  of  these  vitanens  and  minerals  naturally  a wide  end  varied 
diet  is  necessary. 

Nutrition  is  not  only  important  in  adult  life,  but  even  more  so  in 
childhood,  and  even  before  birth.  That  is  why  the  nutrition  of  the 
pregnant  women  is  also  very  important. 

2.  Housing  & General  Hygiene.  There  is  little  doubt  that  good  liv- 
ing conditions  in  the  home  materially  raises  the  resistance  against 
Tuberculosis.  Dampness,  overcrowding,  defective  ventilation  and  in- 
adequate natural  lighting,  arc  all  factors  which  produce  fertile 
ground  for  the  development  of  Tuberculosis. 

By  raising  the  standards  of  living  a great  contribution  is  made 
towards  the  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

3.  Mode  of  Life.  - It  has  already  been  noted  that  the  majority  of 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occur  in  the  age-group  15-30  years, 
and  also  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  in  thisage-group 
Individuals  in  this  age-group  are  those  approaching  maturity,  ah  on 
many  of  the  vital  processes  of  the  body  are  appearing  for  the  first 
time.  This  is  the  time,  in  life,  when  regular  and  sufficient  sleep 
out  door  recreation,  and  moderation  in  all  things  is  essential  for 
future  well-being.  Too  often  those  essentials  are  abused  with 
consequent  tragic  results. 

4.  ho rking  Condition s . - Unhygienic  conditions  at  place  of  work  e.g., 
bad  ventilation,  bad  lighting,  excess  of  temperature,  exposure  to 
draughts,  dust,  fumes,  over-crowding,  and  unnecessary  fatigue,  are 
all  factors  which  will  lower  the  resistance  of  the  individual.  Many 
of  these  conditions  still  exist  in  industrio.l  centres,  and  undoubted- 
ly have  a direct  bearing  on  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

5.  Previous  Chest  Disease  - Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Whooping- 
Cough,  all  lower  the  resistance  of  the  body  in  general,  and  the  lungs 
in  particular,  and  hence  open  the  way  to  tuberculosis  infection.

APPENDIX  D. 

DUTIES  OF  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  UNDER  THE  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

(a)  Section  7 the  Factories  Act,,  1937  (as  to  sanitary  conveniences 
mid  any  Regulations  nado  under  that  Section  are  enforced  by  the 

Local  Authority  whether  nechanical  power  is  used  in  the  Factory  or  not. 

(b)  Provisions  as  to  temperature  are  also  enforced  by  Local  Authorit- 
ies in  Factories  in  which  mechanical  power  is  not  used  together  with 
the  provision  as  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  floors. 

(c)  The  Local  Authority  is  required  to  keep  a register  of  all  Factories 
situate  within  its  district  which  come  under  its  jurisdiction.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  other  officers  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  of  Factories  has  a duty  to  give  written  notice 

to  H. II. District  Inspector  of  Factories  of  any  factory  coming  to 
their  knowledge  in  which  no  Abstract  of  the  Act  is  affixed. 

(d)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  in  addition  further  adminis- 
tration powers  regarding  approval  of  alternative  methods  of  cleaning 
walls  etc,  and  to  grant  certificates  exempting  certain  working  rooms 
^on  the  provisions  of  Section  2(ii)  of  the  Act  where  explosive 

na l . j nl  s are  manufactured  or  handled. 

(c)  Moans  of  escape  in  case  of  Fire  are  dealt  with  under  Sections 
yi  end  35  of  the  Act  and  it  is  an  offence  for  any  premises  to  be  ! 
used  as  a Factory  unless  there  is  in  force  a certificate  from  the 
Local  Authority  describing  in  detail  the  neons  of  escape  and 
particulars  of  the  maximum  number  of  persons  employed. 

The  Factories  to  which  Section  31  applies  are  - 

(a)  All  Factories  in  which  more  than  20  persons  are  employed. 

(b)  FckMv/wlWos  being  constructed  or  converted  for  use  as  Factories 
on  30th  July,  1937?  or  constructed  or  so  converted  after  that  date, 
in  which  more  than  10  persons  are  employed  in  the  same  building  on 
°n~-  floor  above  the  ground  floor  of  tho  building. 

(c)  Factories  of  which  the  construction  has  been  completed  before 
the  30th  July,,  1937,  and  in  which  more  than  10  persons  are  employed 
in  the  same  building  above  the  first  floor  of  the  building  or  more 
than  20  feet  above  the  ground  level. 

(d)  Factories  in  or  under  which  explosive  or  highly  inflammable 
materials  are  stored  or  used. 


APPENDIX  E. 


DUTIES  OF  LOC AL  AUTHORITIES  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 
|Erial  or  c renation  of  the  dead . 

X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  authority  to  which  this  subsection 
applies  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  sny  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  to  the  authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
disposal  of  the  body  have  been  or  are  being  made  otherwise  than  by 
the  authority. 

2.  The  authorities  to  which  the  last  foregoing  subsection  applies 
are  the  councils  of  county  boroughs  and.  county  districts  and  the 
authorities  which  are  sanitary  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1936,  and  in  Scotland  county  and  town 
councils. 

%.  The  council  of  a county,  county  borough  or  largo  burgh  nay  cause 
to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  who  immed- 
iately before  his  death  was  being  provided  with  accommodation  under 
part  111  of  this  Act  by,  or  by  arrangement  with,  the  council  or  was 
living  in  a hostel  provided  by  the  Council  under  section  twenty-nine 
of  this  Act. 

4.  An  authority  may  recover  from  the  estate  of  the  deceased  person 
or  from  any  person  who  for  the  purposes  of  this  A<-.t  was  liable  to 
maintain  the  deceased  person  immediately  before  his  death  expenses 
incurred  under  subsection  (i)  or  subsection  (3)  of  this  section  and 
not  re-imbursed  under  the  next  following  subsection. 

The  provisions  of  subsection  (5)  of  section  twenty- two  of  the 

National  Insurance  Act  1946  (which  enables  the  Minister  of  National 
Insurance  to  make  payments  to  certain  authorities  out  of  the 
National  Insurance  Fund  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  burial  or  cremation 
of  certain  persons)  shall  apply  to  all  authorities  to  which  subsect- 
ion (i)  of  this  section  applies. 

6.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  affect 
any  enactment  regulating  or  authorising  the  burial,  cremation  or 
anatomical  examination  of  the  body  of  a deceased  person;;  and  an 
authority  shall  not  cause  a body  to  be  cremated  under  this  section 
where  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  cremation  would  be  contrary  to 
the  wishes  of  the  deceased. 

7.  The  Burial  of  drowned  Persons  Act,  l8o8  and  the  Burial  of  Drowned 
Persons  Act  1886,  shall  cease  to  have  effect. 

An  Authority  providing  accommodation  under  Part  111  of  the  Act  can 
incur  this  expenditure.  (Sub-s  3») 

No  such  power  is  given  to  the  Minister  or  a Regional  Hospital  Board 
in  respect  of  the  burial  of  a person  dying  in  hospital.  Where, 
therefore,  arrangements  are  not  made  by  relatives  or  friends  this 
responsibility  will  devolve  on  the  county  borough  council  or,  in 
counties,  the  country  district  council  (not  the  county  council)  for 
the  area  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated. 

As  from  July  5th,  1949,  a death  grant  will  be  payable  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  1946,  s.22.  Under  regulations  to  be  made 
by  the  Minister  of  National  Insurance  payments  may  then  be  made  to 
a local  authority  where  the  burial  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
authority. 
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
